6. (Currently Amended) A storage unit for a motor vehicle comprising: 

a seat back comprising a forward slanting section, an upper section, and a rear; 
a seat frame being located within the seat back; 

a cabinet comprising a cabinet top, an opposite cabinet base, cabinet sidewalls 
between the cabinet top and the cabinet base, and an outer wall located between the 
cabinet sidewalls; 

an inner wall opposite the outer wall and between the cabinet sidewalls and 
located adjacent the rear of the seat back at the forward slanting section; 

a cabinet interior defined by the cabinet top, the cabinet base, the cabinet 
sidewalls, the outer wall and the inner wall; 

partitions within the cabinet interior; and 

multiple tabs extending outwardly from the cabinet inner wall and [engaging] 
being welded to the seat frame within the seat back . 
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7. (Original) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 6, further comprising: 

exterior compartments attaching to the outer wall. 

8. (Original) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 6, further comprising: 

a seat bottom attached to the seat back.

15. (Previously Presented) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 6, further 
comprising: 

slots in one of the walls of the cabinet; and 

wherein at least one partition is removable and engages at (east one slot. 

16. (Currently Amended) A storage unit for a motor vehicle, comprising: 

a seat back comprising a forward slanting section, an upper section, and a rear; 

a seat frame having a support column and being located within the seat back; 

a cabinet comprising a cabinet top, an opposite cabinet base, cabinet sidewalls 
between the cabinet top and the cabinet base, and an outer wall located between the 
cabinet sidewalls; 

an inner wall opposite the outer wall and between the cabinet sidewalls and 
located adjacent the rear of the seat back at the forward slanting section; 

a cabinet interior defined by the cabinet top, the cabinet base, the cabinet 
sidewalls, the outer wall and the inner wall; 
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multiple receivers attaching directly to the support column of the seat frame; and 
multiple tongues extending outwardly from the cabinet inner wall, each tongue 
neleasably and matingly engaging one of the receivers. 

17. (Previously Presented) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 16, further 
comprising: 

slots in one of the walls of the cabinet; and 
a removable partition engaging at least one slot. 

18. (Previously Presented) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 17, further 
comprising: 

exterior compartments attaching to the outer wall. 

19. (Previously Presented) A storage unit for a motor vehicle of claim 17, further 
comprising: 

a seat bottom attached to the seat back. 
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
